• Do not reach for an appliance that has fallen into water.

• Do not place or store appliance where it can fall or be 
pulled into a tub or sink.

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Grounding Instructions 



Unit must be grounded. If it malfunctions or breaks down, 
grounding provides a path of least resistance for electric current 
to reduce the risk of electric shock. This product's cord features 
an equipment-grounding conductor and a grounding plug. The 
plug must be plugged into an appropriate three-prong outlet that 
is properly installed and grounded in accordance with all local 
codes and ordinances. 



Danger 



Improper connection of the equipment-grounding conductor can 
result in a risk of electric shock. Check with a qualified electri- 
cian or serviceman if you are in doubt as to whether the product 
is properly grounded. Do not modify the plug provided. If plug 
will not fit into an outlet, have a proper outlet installed by a 
qualified electrician. 

This product is for use on a nominal 120V circuit and has a 
three-prong grounding plug as shown in Figure A. A temporary 
adapter, as shown in Figure B, may be used to connect this plug 
to a two-prong receptacle if a properly grounded outlet is not

available. The temporary adapter should only be used until a 
qualified electrician can install a properly grounded outlet (Figure 
C). The green colored tab extending from the adapter must be 
connected to a permanent ground such as a properly grounded 
outlet box cover. Whenever the adapter is used, it must be held 
in place by a metal screw (Figures D & E). 

Note: Temporary adapters, such as the type mentioned above, 
cannot be used in Canada.

Caution: 

Do not fill water 
over the fill line. 
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1 . Ensure the unit is unplugged before filling with water. 

2. Place unit on floor and fill with warm or cold water. Do 
not fill above water level indicator. (See Figure F.) 

CAUTION: Never turn the unit on unless there is water in it. 

3. Plug the unit into a standard wall outlet. Never plug or 
unplug unit while your feet are in water. 

4. To select a feature, press the corresponding BUTTON 
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Operation 



(described below) on the spa's control panel. To turn the 
feature OFF, press the BUTTON again. 

• Infrared Heat — Provides deep penetrating heat therapy to 
the soles of your feet. 

• Jet Action — Ten powerful jets provide invigorating action to 
the bottom of your feet. 

• Water Heat — Heats cold water to warm in a few minutes. 
A red LED illuminates when the feature is active. 

Note: Water heating function works only when the jet action 
function is active. 

5. Sit down and place your feet in the spa. 

6. To activate the Power Jets feature, press feet down on the 
POWER JETS button. The jets are now working at full capacity. 

Note: To keep this function active, your feet must continue 
pressing the button. 

7. To select a Jet Action style, switch the FUNCTION DIAL 

from water jets to bubble jets. 

8. To use the Infrared Heat function, place a foot over the 
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Operation 



infrared surface located on the center console. Apply more 
or less pressure on the surface to adjust for comfort. 

9. To use the Pedicure Center, choose one of five spinning 
attachments described below and place it on the central 
spinning hub. Press your foot down on the attachment to 
activate spinning. 

• Pumice Stone — Smoothes and softens dry skin on the heels 
and soles of feet. 

• Two Massaging Nodes — Provides a relaxing massage from 
the balls of your feet to your heels. 

• Two Brushes — One soft, one firm, to clean and exfoliate skin. 

10. For a deep penetrating massage, slide feet back and forth 
over the acupressure surface on the Massaging Foot Spa floor 
and the infrared surface. 

1 1 .When finished using the Massaging Foot Spa, turn off all 
functions and unplug the unit. 

12. To empty the water, tip unit, only allowing water to spill out 
along the drain spouts. DO NOT pour water over the control 
panel. This may cause serious harm to the unit. (See Figure F.) 
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Maintenance and Care 



• Unplug the unit and allow it to cool before cleaning. 

• Rinse unit with water. Do not submerge in water. 
•Wipe surfaces only with a soft, damp cloth. 

• Do not use strong chemical cleaners. 

• Periodically straighten cord if it becomes twisted. 



Storage 



• Unplug the unit from the outlet and allow to cool. 

•Place attachments in storage compartment. (See Figure F.) 

•Store in its box or a clean, dry place. 

•To avoid breakage, do not wrap the power cord around 
the unit. 

• Do not hang the unit by the power cord.
